Say Not Enough Cars and 
Engines Are Furnished 
to Move Coal. 


Indianapolis, Dec. 5.—The lack of 
coal cars and engines to mo\e 
the 
freight continue to be the most dis- 
couraging features of the coal situa- 
tion in Indiana. 
The mines are prp- 
dycing approximately 75 per cent, of 
their capacity, and yet the 
railroad 
equipment 
is being overtaxed. 
The 
statistics furnished 
by 
the 
United 
States department of geological 
sur- 
vey shows that for the week ending 
November 10 Indiana mines worked 
SI.8 per cent, of full time. 
Car short- 
age was responsible for the loss of 6.6 
per cent, of full time. 
In the week 
ending November 17 the mines work- 
ed but 78 per cent, of full time, and 
the car shorta.ge was responsible for 
the loss of 11.5 per cent, of full time. 
For the week ending November 24 it 
is estimated that the total production 
of bituminous coal 
in 
the 
United 
States was 
1 1.260,490 tons, or at the 
rate of 1,876,748 tons per day. 
This 
was about 11,000 tons per day below 
the average for the week of November 


1 Oth. 


Evans Woollen, United States fuel 
administrator for Indiana, points out 
that increased production at the mines 
and reduced consumption of coal mu.st 
be had if Indiana is to get through 
the severe weather of the winter with- 
out suffering. Every suggestion prom- 
ising the least improvement in pro- 
duction and transportation of coal is 
receiving careful attention. The prop- 
osition of carrying coal on the inter- 
urban lines of the state is now being 
studied, and if it is found to be prac- 
tical the state pviblic service commis- 
sion will be asked to authorize the In- 
terurban lines to engage in the coal 
carrying business.

He was severely injured in a runaway 
accident in Lakeside about three years 
ago, and to this accident is attributed the 
indirect cause of his death. 
Mr. Fitz- 
gerald could tell many interesting stories 
of his exploits as a gold prospector. 
He 
has mentioned that in the caravan in 
which he made the western trip llicre 
were 600 ox teams. 


He is survived by one son, Charles, now 
a resident of St. .Toé township, and by 
two sisters, Mrs. Alice Tierman. of this 
city, and Mrs. Elizabeth Weichert; also 
two brothers, Henry and Michael, the lat- 
ter residing in Kalamazoo, Mich.

PROSECUTOR IS ASSAULTED 


Only Increase Can Prevent 
Acute Distress in the 
Coming Years. 


Washington. Dec. 
5.—Fifteen 
per 
cent Increase in the production of pork 
I in 1918 will be required for domestic 
consumption and export to the allies, 
the department of agriculture 
today 
announced in urging every farmer to 
do his share toward 
remedying the 
shortage of pork products. Allotments 
by states have been made to increase 
the production, ranging from a 50 per 
cent increase in Missouri to a 5 per 
cent increase in West Virginia. 
The 
percentage 
of 
increase 
allotted 
to 
other states includes: 
Indiana 
and 
Illinois, 20; Ohio and Kentucky, 
15 
per cent. 


"If the farmer breeders of the vari- 
ous states do not reach the quotas set 
for them." says the department, 
"a 
more acute shortage of pork products 
will result 
than now 
prevails, ex- 
tremely high prices for hams, bacon 
and lard will prevail and only a few 
will benefit, the consumer 
suffering 
from extremely 
high prices 
and a 
shortage of necessary animal fats. On 
the other hand, if the program is car- 
ried out. a market 
is provided for 
about one-third of the 1917 corn crop, 
the demands on the country for pork 
products can be met without strain, 
prices to the porducer 
will be re- 
munerative and those paid by the con- 
sumer should be reasonable. 


"The food 
administration 
already 
has announced that prices of hogs will 
be kept at a point which wlil assure 
reninuerative returns to producers so 
far as it has power to do sc through 
its purchases for the government and 
for the allies. 


"The duty of American farmers to 
themselves and to the nation is clear. 
Live stock production, especially hog 
raising, must be increased. 
If there 
should be a serious shortage of hogs 
in the country In 19IS there will be 
more corn on hand t h \ n the market 
can absorb."

concerning fuel, ships, railroad 
and 
motor transportation, air craft, canton- 
ments, agriculture and munitions. 


"Now that we are in the war," Mr. 
Taft said, "we must contribute 
not 
only money and foodi^tuffs. but also our 
man power. 
The war is not yet in our 
souls, and we will not fully realize 
what it means until the first big casu- 
alty list arrives." 


With Russia "a pulpy mass." the 
former 
president 
added, "the 
war 
must be fought on the western front, 
where the line may reach from the 
North sea to the Adriatic." 


"There is likely to be misrepresen- 
tation of President Wilson'.s statement 
that the United States is not 
fighting 
the German people," Mr. Taft said, 
"for we really are 
fighting 
the Ger- 
man people. 
We must 
fight to sepa- 
rate the German people from 
their 
ruler and I gue.ss the only way we can 
do that is to hit them over the head 
with a club."

"The great problem of food COBWf- 
vation must be met by all food manu- 
facturers and distributors and only a 
fair and reasonable margin of profit 
i.s to be j)ermitted." 


The weight of the various loaves as 
regulated by the government l.t one 
pound, pound and a half, two pounds 
and four pounds. 


Under the new regulations there will 
be a general reduction in the prices" 
of bread. 
The loaves which formerly 
.sold at eight cents wholesale will sell 
at .seven and a half cents and 
the 
twelve-cent loaves will sell at eleven 
cents. 
The prices to the

will be nine and thirteen cents Instead 
of ten and fifteen cents.

is being demanded in other states and 
at Washington with a view to adopting 
the 
Indiana 
war-time 
educational 
method the nation over. 


Not only has the Indiana speakers' 
bureau plan found favor at Washing- 
ton, where it has been reproduced, but 
the methods worked out in 
Indiana 
are to be applied at Washington 
in 
handling 
the 
patriotic 
propaganda 
promulgated by the speakers' bureau 
of the National Council of Defense. 


Indiana holds frequent war confer- 
ences of spéakers for the purpose of 
supplying 
the 
orators 
with 
specific 
material and ammunition to be u.sed in 
specific drives or movements. 
For ex- 
ample, some seventy-five speakers are 
called together in Indianapolis to give 
a day to preparing themselves to speak 
on behalf of teh drive for the sale of 
Red Cross Christmas seals, which drive 
comes the second week in December.

National Council of Defense in its own 
speakers' department. 


The people of Indiana are Interested 
in knowing that the speakers' bureau 
of the National Council of Defense is 
co-operating with theh bureau of the 
State Council of Defense in 
getting 
good speakers and 
in 
co-ordinating 
the patriotic activities which have to 
do with the holding of patriotic meet- 


week and through the efforts of the 
councils of defense in the counties to 
which he was assigned the unusually 
large crowds were assembled to hear 
his remarkable message. 
The utmost 
patriotic enthusiasm accompanied him 
everywhere on his tour, and In all di-

The Perlgord tour was the first ven- 
ture of the speakers' bureau of the

Washington, Dec. u.—War necessity 
is working a marvelous change in this 
country of ours. 
There is growing up 
right under our noses a new govern- 
ment, a 
new 
democracy, 
something 
more democratic than any democracy 
our greatest democrats ever advocated, 
or perhaps dreamed of. 
It is growing 
Inside, out.sido and all around the old 
government. 
And it Is growing with 
mighty little assistance from legisla- 
tion. 
Its governing law is the law of 
evolution. 


Years ago, when some of us older 
fellows studied geography, the United 
States consisted of 
numerous 
states 
and territories. 
On the map some were 
green, some yellow, some blue, some 
both colors. 
And we learned that each 
state had two senators who represented 
the people who lived In that particular 
blue, yellow or other-colored 
patch. 
E a c h state had so many members of 
the house of representatives. 
And our 
laws were made by the two houses— 
the senate and the house of re^resnta- 
tives. 


•

• 


No senator or representative repre- 
sented anything in particular. 
Each 
pretended to represent all of the peo- 
ple and interests in his particular state 
or district. 


As I grew older I saw dimly that 
certain senators who were elected to 
represent the state of New York, be- 
cause that was the rule of the game, 
really represented certain Interests— 
for example, railroads, transportation. 
The transportation interest simply ha;l 
to be represented, but there was no 
way to get representation except to 
control the politics of the state. 
So 
the state of transportation got busy 
and controlled the state of New York, 
the state of Pennsylvania, etc. 


The reason transportation controlled 
the blue or yellow patch on the map, 
known as New York, or Pennsylvania, 
or Ohio, was that transportation was 
more vital than the geographical state 
—the patch on the map. 


The people fought this usurpation of 
their power, but in general they lost. 
Oil, transportation, 
coal, steel, food, 
cotton, wool, mining and otlier indus- 
trial states were insistent on represen- 
tation, and got it. 
Labor, too. was in- 
sistent, but quite generally lost becau.-!o 
It wasn't as well organized as the other 
Industrial interests. 
And the other in- 
terests didn't .see the importance of 
labor being represented 
in the 
new 
state.

As industry organized—pushed to it 
by neces.sity—the trusts came. 
And 
we fought the trusts. 
We tried to got i 
Industrial peace by insisting on indu.s- 
trial war—competition. 
We tried to 
thwart organization and cnforco com- 
petition by law. 
Industry didii't al- 
ways understand ju.st what it wa.s try- 
ing to do. 
It didn't understand its own 
urge. 
It didn't attempt 
organization 
of the whole, which was the real an- 
swer to Its urge, but tried to make a 
part—its part—the whole thing. 


All this war wa.s going on when we 
wore at peace with all the world. Now 
that we are at war, we are organizing 
for peace—at least amongst our.selve.s. 
The now government, the new induii- 
trlal 
democracy, 
is organizing 
with 
wonderful speed—and because all of 
its pafe:,s are organizing and aiming ut 
a harmonious adjustment of the work- 
ing relation of the parts with 
each 
other and the whole. 


And war is responsible for It. 
I 
doubt whether any man had the whole 
vision, unless it was President Wilson 
himself. 
Anyhow, it started with the^ 
creation of the Council of National De- 
fense and its advisory committee. 


The genius of the greatest men in all 
the various industries and interests was 
gradually mobilized to help prosecute 
the war. 
Industries that once had to 
buy representation in government were 
invited to accept representation in gov- 
ernment during the prosecution of the 
war.

Old Principle of Rushing 
Blood to Affected Part 
Tried With Success. 


Chicago, Dec. 5.—A new method of 
treating Infantile paralysis by causing 
a rush of blood to the injured cells 
of the spinal cord, published in the 
Medical Record or November 17, tells 
of a series of experiments which led 
to 
successful 
results 
in 
handling 
paralyzed patients. 
The treatment is 
a further application of hyperemia, a 
long practiced method of rushing the 
blood to some injured portion of the 
body, thus stimulating recovers'. 


The article says any physician may 
apply 
the 
simple 
treatment 
which 
makes the blood rush to tl\p affected 
cells of the spinal cord, a hitherto in- 
accessible part of the anattomy. When- 
ever there are any living cells left in 
the spinal cord* recovery is merely a 
matter of time. 
In the case where the 
disease has killed all the nerve cells 
which control the lower limbs 
and 
other parts of the body no hope is 
extended to patients at present. 


Seven years' experience 
with 
the 
treatment demonstrated its efficacy in 
80 per cent, of the-cases treated. Re- 
covery required from a week to six 
months, depending on the'severlty of 
the disease. 


The flrat series of treatments were 
accomplished without anything 
save 
the physician's hands and consisted of 
suspending a child 
patient 
between 
hands of the physician and producing 
a number of rhythmic swingings cal- 
culated to stretch the spinal column 
and to flood with blood the lumbar 
or cervical enlargements. 


This procedure was soon found to 
present difTlcultles. especially in larger 
children. 
In adults the weight of the 
patient would make 
the 
treatment 
physically impossible. 


To obviate the possibility of error 
with reference to placing the lever- 
age at the right place as well as to 
enable the physician to practice the 
swingings in a most convenient man- 
ner a simple swink-llke appliance was 
devised to pass under the pfttient's 
arms and across the back. 


When suspended therein for a min- 
ute or two the patient undergoes ex- 
tension and relaxation of the 
spine 
without any effort on the part of the 
attendant. 


The treatment proper is carried out 
as follows: 


The patient is placed in the appli- 
ance of a size chosen for the special 
case. 
For the flrst two minutes the 
patient is allowed to remain Buapended 
undisturbed for the purpose of ob- 
taining relaxation of the. spinal col- 
umn.

Great Britain Already is 
Proposing to Register 
' All Wealth. 


Washington, D. C.., Dec. 4.—As an 
indication of what may be coming in 
the United States before we are done 
with the war, Americc-ns will do well 
to 
consider 
revolutionary 
proposais 
now being made in Great Britain for 
the registration basis for conscripting 
whatever amount of porperty and re- 
sources is necessary to carry on the 
war and liquidate the national debt. 


If these proposals came from so- 
cialists or anarchists 
no one 
would 
pay any attention to them. 
But they 
don't. 
They come from such 
con- 
servative sources as the London 
Na- 
tion, the 
Manchester Guardian, 
and 
individual repre.«!entatives of the capi- 
talist class, such 
as Sir Herbert 
S. 
Leon. 


Coming from such sources, with the 
endorsemefit 
of 
the 
British 
trades 
union congress and the 
Independent 
labor 
party, 
these 
proposals 
have 
ceased 
to be merely 
academic 
and 
have entered the realm of 
practical 
politics in England. 


The basis for these 
revolutionary 
steps is very simple. 
It is simply the 
extension of the principles and 
ma- 
chinery 
for 
conscription 
of 
men 
necessary to win the war to the con- 
scription of the Vi'ealth necessary to 
win the wai-. 


"We raised our armies by 
volun- 
teering until we found it would 
no 
longer work, then we forced the men 
to register and conscripted what we 
needed. 
We have been financing the 
war largely on a volunteer system by 
bond sales and war savings campaigns. 
But we are nearing the end of that 
line, as every member of the govern- 
ment knows. 
It is time to register the 
wealth of the nation so that the na- 
tion may draft what it needs," sums 
up the arguments.

The carriers have the right to demand 
at our hands and it is our duty to ap- 
prove just and reasonable rates suffi- 
cient to yield fair returns on the value 
of the property devoted to public use 
after necessary expenditures. 
Meas- 
ured In dollars, the gross revenue of 
the carriers during the past and cur- 
rent fiscal .years exceeded anj- in their 
histor.v. 
But what the dollar will buy 
in labor, material and supplies Is sub- 
stantially less. 


"W-:; are sensible ot rhe vital and im- 
perative need of the hour that 
our 
railroads shall 
noi 
be permitted 
to 
become less efficient or loss aufcicient. 
We realize the gravity of a serious 
breakdown of our transporuition tacll- 
ltle.s. It Is unthinkable that this break- 
down will be permitted If It could be 
prevented. 
Increased charges for car- 
riage, if found necessary to lake care 
of unavoidable Increases in operating 
expenses, would not at this time bring 
new capital reasonable terms of In- 
terest. 


Unification Should l»c Lawful. 


"If the unification Is to be effected 
by the carriers they should be enabled 
to effect It In a lawful way. 
To tl at 
end, in our judgment, the operation of 
the anti-trust laws except In respect 
of consolidations or mergers of paral- 
lel or competing lines as applied to 
rail and water carriers subject to the 
act to regulate commerce and of the

action by the congress. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Dec. 5.—(Special) 
—Do you realize that the average fur- 
nace fire wastes more heat than is ap- 
plied to the heating of the house? 


Extensive investigation by the

gineering experiment .station 
of 
the j 
University of Illinois shows that the j 
average furnace wastes 70 per cent of j 
the heat produced. 
There is 10 per 
cent waste in the ash pit, 15 per cent 
waste in radiation in the furnace room, 
30 per cent waste in combustible gases 
e.scaping through the chimney and 15 
per cent waste on account of soot ac- 
cumulations?. 


It is probably impossible to get 100 
per cent efficiency In fuel consumption 
in the furnace, but the waste of fuel 
can be cut down very materially If one 
gives the firing of the furnace close at- 
tention. 


Character of the fuel, draft control, 
method of firing and care of the heater ! 
In service are the four elements enter- 
ing into the loss or saving of fuel and 
heat. 


Coal of uniform size will give better 
service than coal that is run of mine. 
At this time the coal shortage makes it 
impossible to bo "choice" about the -sort 
of coal one gets, and, therefore, domes- 
tic consumers will be forced to do the 
best they can with the coal they can 
get. 
Where there is no uniformity in 
size in the coal light firing will be the 
be.st results for heat. 


The 
"banked" 
fire 
i.s a 
frequent 
.source of waste heat. 
Few 
persons 
realize that to shovel into the fire pot 
a great quantity of now coal, shut off 
the drafts so that it will hold fire over 
night, is the most 
wasteful 
way 
of 
banking fire. New coal always should 
be pei inittod to burn a while, to be well 
started in the coking proces.s, befor* 
the fire is banked. 
When new coal is 
heaped in the furnace, and left for the 
night, mo.st of the combustible gases 
are cooked out of the coa'. and escape 
through the chimney without 
being 
burned. 


The Indiana fuel administration 
is 
very emphatic in its declarations that 
there is to be a very serious coal short- 
age as soon as cold weather comes if 
domestic users of coal do not carefullj- 
devote them.selves to the task of get- 
ting the maximum efficiency from their 
furnaces and thereby cutting down on 
the domestic coal consumption.

Petrograd, Dec. 5.—Ijeon Trotzky, the 
Bolsheviki foreign minister, hai? taken the 
recent note sent by Li'^ut. William 
Judson, chief of the .Ameriran 
military 
mission to Russia, to the chief of the gen- 
eral staflF at Petrograd as an effort to 
cultivate friendly relation.s with the Bol- 
eheviki government. 


The note, in which the American ofTic^r 
said he saw no reasons why the relations 
of the allies to Russia or to any influential 
part of its population should not rest on 
the most friendly basis, is also comment- 
ed upon favorably by Trotzky in Maxim 
Gorky'.s newspaper, the Novaia Zhizn. 


The friendly relations which Trotzky 
assumes the note was attempting to pro- 
mote would constitute "a splendid meas- 
ure, meeting the competition of German, 
end especially British, capitalists after 
the war," Trotzky said in commenting 
upon it.

"For the first time since the revolu- 
tion," he says, "we hear from the lip.s of 
a representative of the allied powers a 
sanction of the right of Russia to bring 
forward the question of peace, independ- 
ent of 'victories' on the front or the over- 
throw of 'Prussian imperialism.' The rec- 
ognition come.s somewhat late, perhaps, 
and many will smile v.lien reading how 
Coi. Judson 'makes a virtue of necessity.' 


"It is diflTicult to deny a country the 
right of raising the que.stion of a general 
peace when it is on the eve of a separate 
one. 
In any rase the words of the repre- 
sentative of America rai.se the hope that 
the question of peace may be put on a 
more solid foundation and encompassed 
with fewer dangers than has been the 
case thus far."

FOUGHT WELL WITH 
BRITISH COMRADES 


Report from British Gives 
Them Credit for Great 
Display of Valor. 


With the American Army in France, 
W^ednesday, Dec. 5.— (By the Associ- 
ated Press.)—How American 
railway 
engineers gallantly 
fought and 
died 
with their British comrades in a r m s 
on the British front before Cambrai 
last week was told today in a semi- 
official statement. 


"Two and one-half 
companies of 
railway engineei-s," the statement savs, 
"with a strength of eight officers and 
365 men were encamped at Fins on 
November 30 .having completed their 
work in the neighborhood. 
At 6:30 
four officers and 
280 men 
went 
to 
Gouzeaucourt, arriving 
at 7 o'clock 
and starting to work with Canadian 
engineers. 
The entire contingent was 
under 
a Canadian

American captain. The area was three 
miles in the rear of the line and none 
of the troops were armed.

Control over the entire export traffic 
of the Eastern railroads of the United 
States in the unmanufactured forms of 
iron and steel, including billets, bars, 
plates, scrap and pig iron (except for 
the United States government), was, 
as a war emergency measure, placed 
in the hands of a new^ly appointed com- 
mittee of seven railroad officers, repre- 
senting the Atlantic ports from Boston, 
Mass., to Norfolk, Va. 


The. first meeting was lield today 
when the committee 
organized for 
the future conduct 
of its 
business. 
Ultimately it is planned to place this 
committee in charge of all overseas 
traffic of the eastern railroads, not 
only in iron and steel, but of all other 
descriptions, 
including 
that of the 
United 
States government, 
with the 
approval of the federal authorities. 


To head the committee. George D. 
Ogden, freight traffic manager of the 
Pennsylvania railroad, has been ap- 
V>ointed chairman. Mr. Ogden has also 
been appointed agent, with respect to 
overseas traffic, of the general operat- 
ing committee of the eastern railroads, 
which has been organized at Pitts- 
burg for the purpose of pooling the 
facilities of those railroad and operat- 
ing them as a unit. 


Arrangements have been made by 
the various railroads concerned to re- 
lieve the members of the committee 
from their ordinary duties, inorder to 
enable them to render continuous ser- 
vice with the committee as long as this 
work shall continue. 


Officially, the new committee will be 
designated "Export Division—General 
Operating Committee, 
Eastern 
Rail- 
roads." 


The first steps toward the organiza- 
tion of a committee to assume charge 
0 fthe overseas traffic of the eastern 
carriers were taken on Saturday, De- 
cember 1, at a conference held in the 
offices of the Trunk Line association, 
14 3 Liberty street. New York citj". At 
this conference there were present the 
representatives in America of the Brit- 
ish Ministry of Shipping, and the re- 
spective agents for the purchase and 
transportation of military supplies of 
the Russian and French governments. 
The Railroads' "War Board was repre- 
sented by .1. G. Rodgers, general agent 
of transportation at military headquar- 
ters; the lines in official classification 
territory, 
by George 
F. 
Randolph, 
commissioner, and the Trunk Line as- 
sociation, by C. C. McCain, chairman.

north Atlantic ports, and which are 
now stored on the ground or in cars 
and are immediately available for ex- 
port. 


The eastern railroads thus having 
furnished more transportation service 
of this character than can be utilized 
at the time, it was felt, in view of the 
scarcity of coal and coke existing in 
many parts of the United States, and 
the resulting serious curtailment of in-

ATPOSTAUei'SUNION 


Postmaster General Says 
Time is Coming Wlien 
It Will Menace. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 
6.—Post- 
master General Burleson in his annual 
report, submitted to conjfress today, 
declares organizations of postal 
ed- 
ployes are rapidly becoming a menace 
to public welfare and recommends that 
congress repeal the law that 
allows 
such employes to maintain 
organiza- 
tions. 
The law provides that the em- 
ployes may organize and become affil- 
iated with other bodies so long as they 
do not Impose any obligation to en- 
gage or assist in a strike against the 
government. 


Emphasizing the need of unselfish 
co-operation 
on all sides while 
the 
country is in the world war the post- 
master general continues: 


"Notwithstanding this fact, and 
at 
this critical period in our nation's his- 
tory, it is regrettable to state 
that 
the 
organized 
postal 
employes 
are 
making many selfish demands and in- 
treatment ever discovered. Having cured , sisting that they shall not be required

"Efforts of these organizations along 
agam. 
other lines have been severely criti- ^ 
ci.sed by men in public life, as they at- 
tempt to control political as well as 
legislative matters and openlj^ boast 
of the influence them claim to exert 
in the furtherance of their selfish in- 
terests. 


"An outside organization has during 
the past several years attempted 
to 
unionize government employes, includ- 
ing those in the postal service, and a 
large number of postal employes, in- 
cluding those in the postal service, and 
a large number of postal employes are 
now affiliated with it, and others soon 
will be. notwithstanding the fact that 
such affiliation is believed to be con- 
trary to the act of August 24, 
1912. 
The advisability of permitting govern- 
ment employes to affiliate with an out- 
sideorganization 
and 
use 
the 
strike 
and boycott as a last resort to enforce 
its demands 
is seriously 
questioned 
by those interested in the public wel- 
fare. 


"Postal employes have become bold 
because of this affiliation and 
have 
within 
recent 
years 
threatened 
to 
strike, and in one case actually did so 
by tendering 
their 
resignations, and 
abandoning the service in a body. 
In 
this case they were promptly indicted 
and prosecuted in the federal courts. 
While strikes in the postal service may 
be averted for the time being, yet thy 
will inevitably come, and the public 
will then be brought face to face with 
a most serious situation—one 
which 
will be a menace to our government. 


Could Exercise Coercion. 


"If by combining," the report says, 
"government employes are enabled to 
unduly influence members of congress 
and others seeking elections to public 
office, 
the 
situation 
will 
naturally 
arise, 
if it has 
not 
already 
arisen, 
where congress will be unduly influ- 
enced by such organizations, the ap- 
propriations for the salaries of such 
employes will be greatly increased and 
economic provision for the conduct of 
the service 
impossible." 


The report explains that postal em- 
ployes are 
differently situated 
from 
other workers in that they are not em- 
ployed by private concerns but by the 
government "whose officers are merely 
executing the will of the people." 


The report shows an audited surplus 
for the year of $9,836,211, the largest 
in the history of the department. 
The 
increase over the preceding year was 
0.66 per cent while the increase in cost 
was 4.45 per cent. 
The audited reve- 
nues for the year, including 
money- 
order 
and 
postal 
savings 
business 
amounted to $329,726,116. 


Postal Savings Growtl». 


Remarkable growth in postal sav- 
ings is shown. 
In 1917 there were 674,- 
728 depositoi's with a total of $131,- 
954,696 to their credit. 
The avera:ge 
balance for each depositor was $195.57. 
This was in increase over the previous 
year of 71,791 in the number of de- 
positors, $45,934,811 in the amount and 
$52.90 in the per capita balance. 
The 
large proportion of this total is con- 
tributed by industrial centers. 
In 143 
offices in cities where there 
are 
big 
manufacturing plants 74 per cent of 
the deposits are held. 


The war has resulted in some postal 
i outes not being covered at times. Men 
drawn into industries by larger 
sal- 
aries often have left posts that could 
not be filled, the report says, and rec- 
ommends that the department be given 
more latitude in getting carriers when 
conditions are unusual. 


Mr. Burleson again voiced 
opposi- 
tion to the tube systems, maintaining 
they are inefficient and cost more than 
the .service is worth. 
He also reiterated 
his belief that the government should 
control telephone and telegraph lines 
with supervision entrusted to the post- 
office department. 


Reform of Public Buildings. 


The 
postmaster 
general 
again 
strongly urges a change in the system 
of erecting public buildings. 
He stated 
his belief that the government is not 
justified in erecting a building for a 
postoffice 
alone 
unless 
the 
rental 
amounts to $1,000 and then only when 
the gross postal receipts are $15,000 or 
the population as much as 5,000. 


The 
postmaster 
general 
says 
the 
new 
space 
system 
of 
compensating 
railways 
for transporting 
mails 
has 
been successful. 
The report says: 


"The operation of the space basis is 
resulting in the direct saving of mil- 
lions of dollars 'o the government by 
reducing the car-mile service required 
of the railroads, and has released to the 
roads a large amount of car equipment 
and car space of trains.

Washington, Dec. 6.—The act which 
provides for government life insurance 
for soldiers and sailors has now been 
in 
operation 
a 
little 
more 
than 
a 
month. 
The secretary of the treasury 
announced on November 17 that up to 
that 
date 
64,168 applications 
under 
the new law had been received, repre- 
senting insurance in the sum of $552,- 
093,000. 
From four to six thousand 
applications are received each day at 
the treasury department, the amount 
of 
insurance 
applied 
for 
sometimes 
reaching a total of fifty million dollars 
in a single day. 


The law provides that soldiers, sail- 
ors, marines and nurses in active serv- 
ice may obtain from the government 
life insurance in amounts not exceed- 
ing $10,000 at premium rates ranging 
f r o m 65 cents a montli at the age of 21 
years to $1.20 a month at the age of 
51 years, for each $1,000 of insurance. 


One of the primary objects of this 
law is to lessen the tremendous bur- 
dens of pensions which has followed as 
a consequence of all American wars. 


It is evident that the administration 
of this new 
branch 
of 
government 
work is big business in itself. 
But this 
is only one of many governmental ac- 
tivities incident to the war which are 
adding great numbers of clerks, ste- 
nographers and other servants to Uncle 
Sam's payroll. 
Literally thousands of 
stenographers 
and 
typewriters 
have 
been appointed in Washington during 
the past few months and 
thousands 
more are to be appointed as soon as 
they are available. 
The United States 
civil service commission is holding ex- 
aminations for these positions weekly 
throughout tlie country. 
Secietaries 
of local boards of civil service e.xam- 
iners at the pustoffices in all cities are 
furnishing detailed information.

LIEUT. PEEIGORD TO RETURN. 


It should be the source of a great satisfac- 
tiou to the people of. this city that success has 
resulted froiii the efforts of the Rotary club 
to secure the. returu of Lieut. Paul Perigord 
for an address. This priest and soldier of the 
trenches in France ha.s a message that it is a 
privilege to hear and every American to whom 
this privilege- is vouchsafed ought not to neg- 
lect it, 
Lieut, Perigord will come back to 
Fort Wayne for 
public address on Friday 
night, December 14. 
That engagement, we 
feel sure, will full}' explain and amply justify 
the enthusiasm of the Kotarians for his return 
to this city. 


It is interesting to note in this connection 
that Lieut. Perigord is one of the four or five 
men specially chosen by the government in 
Washington to go out among the people of 
this country anci preach the cause of America 
in the war. That the others of this group in- 
clude Vice President Thomas R. Marshall, 
Secretary of the Treasury William G, Mc- 
Adoo, Rabbi 
Stephen S. Wise and Bishop 
Charles D. Williams gives some clue to the 
high importance attached by the government 
to the value of Lieut. Perigord's message to 
the American people. 
The trutli about the 
war, the part America must play in it and 
the necessity that the people of this land have 
a complete Understanding of the mighty task 
that has come upon them arc employments 
conceived fit for the mosfe distinguished ability 
in the country and Lieut. Perigord is selected 
as one of this small group to whom the men 
and women of America should listen. 


When Lieut. Perigord comes to Fort Wayne 
iiext week it will afford the people of this city 
a rare opportunity to hear something they 
ought to hear. That this is so needs only the 
evidence of the Rotarians themselves to prove. 
Scarcely had Lieut. Perigord concluded his 
address here to the small audience that heard 
him, when the Rotarians set about it Avith 
great energy to procure his return. 
It has 
^not been an easy task, for the lieutenant is 
in great request all over the country and "re- 
turn dates":are almost impossible. Noav that 
he is coming back his reception should be 
made of a sort commensurate with the favor 
and the vital import of what he has to say. 


RAILWAY UNIFICATION. 


Proceeding from tbe federal interstate com- 
merce commission, the proposal that the gov- 
ernment take prompt steps for the unification 
of railway transportation comes with rather 
startling impott. 
The commerce commission 
tells congress., that either the government 
, must take over and run the railroads for the 
period of the .war or legislation must be en- 
acted to suspend the operation of the anti- 
trust laAvs and anti-pooling regulations, in a 
word, the country's needs in the war inust.be- 
served by the transportation interests merged 
as one interest and directed to the one end. 
If private operation is to be the course the 
trammels that have been set upon the rail- 
roads must be removed and to this liberation 
miist be added financial aid by the govern- 
ment. The alternative is federal operation, a 
res6rt that lately many railroad heads have 
declared may be the better if not the im- 
perative codrae. 


It may be siid as to pooling that there never 
was any great reason to object to and forbid 
it save for th& abuses that had been developed 
: from 
it and nurtured greatly ta .the. public. 


¿ver stood fpi: much in the general minS in 
r'espeet of any of the great combinations in 
industry and commerce. Pooling by the rail- 
roads and ttust mongering- by. capital were 
primarily begun because they were easy and 
ready instrumentalities of rapacity. It canie 
fo be understood later that combination had 
great ecpnq^c value and embraced prin- 
ciples that in themselves -were not vicious, 
though the practice of them has been held to 
be in many -ways contrary to public policy. 
Raily%vay pooling coiild be made the means of 
a vast servicie* and saving to the public and 
.conservation of railway enterprise, as well as 
profit to railway investors, if it were' em- 
ployed rightly. 
Certainly at this time it 
would answer a large and imperative need of 
the country--rto the government in war and 
to the business and domestic necessities of the 
people. 
i 


Consideration of the government's war 
needs as ministered to bj'^ the railroads prob- 
ably puts federal operation uppermost as the 
favored resort in the general situation. 
The 
confusion existing in transportation and the 
persistent and recurring demands of the rail- 
roads for increase of rates, together with the 
clashing for preferences in the choice of com- 
modities and the conflict of authorities—as for 
instance nowr between the war and navy de- 
partments on the one hand and the fuel ad- 
ruinistration on the other—^point some reasons 
•why federal operation during the war might 
much the better serve. 


In any event, it does not leave much room 
for discussion of the necessity for a change of 
status when the recominendation comes so 
urgently and franklj^ from the interstate com- 
merce commission.

There is one issue resulting from 
the Russian tangle which is in dan- 
ger of being overlooked, 
or 
at all 
events of not receiving sufficient at- 
tention. This issue is the betrayal, for 
there is no other word to describe the 
situation, of Rumania. 
It is unques- 
tionably useless to expect the present 
dispensers of authority in Petrograd to 
regard the situation from this point 
of view. 
To them the betrayal of al- 
lies and the publication of confiden- 
tial papers appear to be regarded as 
part of the 
makeup 
of a complete 
statesman. 
Fortunately, the rest of 
the world does not regard the situa- 
tion from this point of view, and the 
day will undoubtedly come when Rus- 
sia, sane and in her right mind, will 
view with humiliation the 
betrayal, 
not merely of the military Interests .of 
those allies who came to her assist- 
ance in the hour of need, but the 
even meaner betrayal of their confi- 
dences, in the shape of their confi- 
dential documents, all brought about 
by an agent 
of 
Berlin 
and of the 
Deutschtum, who has gained a tem- 
porary command 
of the 
situation, 
amidst the chaos of the revolution. 
For the moment, however, the ques- 
tion Is the betrayal of Rumania, a be- 
trayal in the worst sense of the word, 
for the simple reason that Rumania 
was 
first 
forced 
into 
war 
by 
the 
Deutschtum influence in Russia, then 
betrayed on the field of battle, and 
now is threatened with final desertion 
by the so-called revolutionary 
gov- 
ernment. 


To understand the situation fully, 
however, it is necessary to go back to 
the year 1883. In that year the reign- 
ing King Charles, without the knowl- 
edge of his governn\,ent or his people, 
entered into a secret treaty with Aus- 
tria. 
This treaty bound the king not 
to take up arms against the 
dual 
monarchy, and was the main reason 
for the certainty always displayed by 
Austria that In any convulsion In the 
Balkans, Rumania could be regarded 
as a pawn in her own game. 
Now It 
was one thing for a German prince 
to pledge his country and his people 
to the support of a Gernian policy, 
but It so happened that his people had 
set their hearts on the recovery of, 
what they regarded as, the old Ru- 
manian lands, 
in 
Transylvania, In- 
habited, as they insisted, by men of 
their own race. 
Balkan kings have 
not, howevei', been much worried by 
constitutional scruples. 
King Charles, 
of Rumania, signed this treaty with- 
out troubling 
to 
inform 
even his 
prime minister; Ferdinand, of Bul- 
garia, another German prince, took 
up arms in behalf of the central pow- 
ers without any regard for the conse- 
qusnces to Bulfcarla; whilst the son 
of the Danish king of Greece, married 
a sister of the kaiser, ignored the will 
of his people, as expressed in election 
after election, and sold his country, 
with equal contemptuousness of 
its 
feelings, to the Wilhelmstrasse. 


Such were the conditions, 
though 
then undeveloped, when In the sum- 
mer of 1914, the Austrian ultimatum 
was 
dispatched 
to 
Belgrade. 
The 
Austrian 
aml^ssador 
in 
Bucharest 
was, at the moment. Count Czernin, 
well known as the personal friend and 
political ally of the assassinated Franz 
Ferdinand. 
Hla duty became at once 
to press the king to stand by his se- 
cret treaty, and to mobilize his troops 
for the support of what was then still 
the triple alliance, for Italy had not 
yet 
itepudlated 
her 
membership. 
Count Czernin found, however, that 
though King Charles waa absolutely 
loyal 
to 
his 
undertaking, 
he 
was 
equally absolutely unable to carry his 
country with him. 
The country, in 
short, had one eye on Transylvania, 
and the other eye on the allies, and 
ha4 no intention of quarreling 
with 
Russia in order to become the vassal 
of Austria. 
Thus there ensued the 
Ions diplomatic 
duel, 
the scene of 
which 'was Bucharest. 
Count C^rnin 
held the king in the strait-Jacket of 
his own undertaking, and the king, 
faced' by the opposition of the whole 
country, held firmly to his promise, 
made 
aa & HohenicoIIern. 
to 
"His 
Apot^olic Majesty," in other words, 
the emperor of Austria.

His heir apparent, 
( the present king, was plainly on the 
side of the country, and though, at 
the very beginning of the war 
the 
; king had disclosed his secret treaty 
' to the crown council, and had striven 
to induce that body to declare war in 
: favor of the central powers, he had 
failed in obtaining anything more to 
his liking than a declaration of neu- 
trality. 
Little by little, therefore, the 
• vitality of the man,-was being sapped 
by the mental distress engendered by 
the fact that he could not fulfill his 
: undertaking to Vienna, and might, in- 
deed, be forced at any moment 
to 
j break it. 
j 
On September 30th he sent his last 
communication to the crown council, 
a pathetic plea to at least maintain 
neutrality towards the Middle FJuro- 
pean group. 
A few days after, ho 
passed away. Count Czernin promptly 
warned his government not to e.xpect 
the neutrality of Rumania to be con- 
tinued, since the new king had prev- 
iously told him that he did not know 
how the matter was going to end. 
How it actually did end. the world 
knows. 
In November 
the 
Austrian 
army was in full retreat before the 
Russians. 
Rumania was all for im- 
mediate war. 
The country was still 
held back, however, by the restraining 
händ of the new king, who under- 
stood something of the dangers of the 
situation. 
Nine months more of dip- 
lomatic intrgue were to pass before, 
on the 28th of June, Count Czernin 
was able to report to Vienna, on in- 
formation supplied by his agents, that 
Rumania would declare war early in 
August. 
As a matter of fact It was 
not until the 27th of August that the 
declaration came, aftd then under cir- 
cumstances which are not generally 
known. 


Whilst the king was still hesitating, 
pressure was being applied to him by 
the entente allies to make 
up 
his 
mind. 
To them it looked as if his 
opportunity had come. 
Russia was 
apparently victorious, 
and 
It 
only 
needed the advance of the Rumanians 
to secure the position. 
In the brutal 
language of the Russian 
ultimatum, 
"it must be hoped that we shall again 
permit the Rumanian army later on to 
make a military promenade, and en- 
ter Austria-Hungary 
in 
triumph." 
That "was the point of view taken, 
naturally enough, in London and in 
Paris. 
But London and Paris did not 
yet understand Petrograd. 
They had 
still to wake up to the full significance 
of the word Deutschtum. for M. Stür- 
mer was then prime minister in Pet- 
rograd. 
Suddenly M. Stürmer spoke. 
It was absolutely necessary, he in- 
formed Rumania, that a Russian army 
should pass through Rumania to Bul- 
garia, and this being so he gave Ru- 
mania forty-eight hours in which to 
rnake up her mind. 
At the 
same 
time he promised the Rumanian gov- 
ernment that a Russian army of a 
million men should be 
sent 
south 
against the Bulgarians, leaving 
Ru- 
mania free to hurl her force against 
the Austrians in Transylvania. Under 
this pressure, therefore, on the 27 th 
of August, Rumania 
declared 
war. 
Trusting the Russians to protect her 
rear against the Bulgarians, she threw 
her full force Into Transylvania. But 
the Russians never came. 
The pro- 
German minister of the Tzar faller, in 
plain English, to keep his word, and 
not only did the Russians not come 
into Bulgaria, but the machine guns 
promised to Rumania were placed by 
Mr. Protopopoff on the roofs of the 
houses of Petrograd to suppress any 
attempt 
at 
revolution. 
The 
full 
treachery of the Deutschtum became 
In a moment plain to Rumania, and 
there took place that wonderful cam- 
paign In which the Rumanians, 
ut- 
terly o v e r ^ e l m e d . for want of guns, 
made their masterly retreat, 
under 
General Averescu. 
The betrayal had 
been absolutely 
complete. 
A 
secret 
ultimatum, dispatched tn the name of 
the Tsar, by a pro-German minister, 
had committed Rumania to a falling 
cause, whilst the promise to send an 
army of a million men to defend the 
Rumanian rear against the 
Bulgar- 
ians. had not only never been fud- 
fllled. but, in the conditions existing, 
D«ver could have been fulfilled, and 
never was intended to be. 


Such waa the betrayal of Rumania 
hy RuMte. m Atf boi^ of «utooracy» 


governed by M. Stürmer.

comes the threatened second betrayal 
of the country by Russia, in its houj 
of republicanism, governed by nobodj 
knows who.

tion with tho correspondent of

Associated Press. 


Minister 
Treub's 
criticism 
was 
based on tho contention that the atti- 
tude of the two 
powers 
made the 
Netherlands dependent on Germany, 
with the result that she had to make 
all kinds of concessions to that coun- 
try. 
Moreover, he thought it had a 
most unfortunate 
effect on the na- 
tion's sympathies. 
At the outset of the 
war these were, for the largest part, 
on the side of the entente allies, but, 
excepting perhaps France, pro-allieo 
feeling had since largely declined as a 
result of allied measures. 
If a refer- 
endum on the subject could be taken 
today, he thought it would show a 
pretty equal division of sympathies be- 
tween the entente and 
the 
central 
powers. 
"Unlesd the present policy be 
changed," he added, "I am quite sure 
pro-allied feeling will decline daily."

"Proof In such circumstances 
is always difficult, but if the Nether- 
lands* government only gets the im- 
pression that such sand and gravel is 
really for war purposes I am abso- 
lutely sure thae t r ^ i c wiU be stop- 
ped."

of Holland's own soil, that are now 
divided between Germany and 
Bri- 
tain. 


"It is 
certainly possible 
to revise 
present agreements with Germany and 
Britain," was the reply, "and indeed it 
will be one of the first duties of the 
newly formed central export bureau to 
undertake such a revision, for at pres- 
ent we are not free to export to neu- 
tral countries. 
The proportion of ex- 
ports going to Germatjy cannot be re- 
duced to any considerable extent, for 
we are dependent on that counti-y for 
our coal and other necessities." 


Were the Netherlands likely to be 
yet drawn into the war by the various 
complications now arising, inquired the 
correspondent. 
"I do not think there 
is immediate danger of that," replied 
Mr. Treub, "but if the war lasts an- 
other year or more then none can 
prophesy 
what 
will 
be the result. 
Serious economic and political diffi- 
culties may be expected." 


"What do you think of the peace 
outlook?" questioned the interviewer. 


"The outlook, in my opinion, is very 
bad," came the reply. 


"How 
would 
Holland 
regard 
a 
peace whereby Germany only released 
Belgium on condition of the guaran- 
tees, of which she speaks, as, for in- 
stance, 
administrative 
separation?" 
inquired the correspondent. 


"Without knowing the exact nature 
of such guarantees," was tho answer, 
"it is impossible to express an opinion. 
Administrative separation might and 
might not weaken Belgium. 
It is con- 
ceivable that a system might be es- 
tablished, as in Switzerland, which did 
not reduce the nation's strength.

regard it as a great interest for Hol- 
land that Belgium should be restored 
to absolute 
independence, 
that she 
should be an entirely neutral, 
free 
country, not under the control of one 
party or the other."

Evil—Starts Series of 
Three Sermons.

A mass meeting for women was held at 
the Crescent Avenue Evangelical church 
AVednesday afternoon. The large crowd 
of women present proved that they were 
interested in a wider knowledge of how 
to abate this evil. 
Mrs. Barr's work in 
the social betterment movements in the 
.state of Indiana has exceptionally fitted 
her to present this theme. 
Mrs. Barr 
said in part: 


"The social evil is as old as the world. 
Because of its long 
existence, its en- 
trenchments are deep both in society and 
religion. 
The Christian religion is the 
only religion in thè world that makes 
chastity a virtue. The double standard 
of morals which has been such a bane to 
society is almoat as old as society itMlf, 
and came about after the tribal wars had 
killed off so many women, as women Irére 
the first soldiers. There were not enough 
wives to go around, and after the first 
town council had met it was dmided that 
women should be distributed according to 
the ability of the men to buy them. Wnen 
women were made chiittle they bee«me 
the slave of man. 
Every man wanted 
his slave to bif a mcntognamist while he 
himself had the rights of a polygamist 
and while civilisation has gone forward 
in its progress it ha« not yet emancipated 
woman and this emancipatioii will neVer 
come until we teach a white life for two, 
and that no fallen woman in the aight of 
God is any lower thkn a fallen man." 


Mrs. Barr dlscuMed the danger« of the 
uncliaste life to the health of a commun- 
ity, also the W6«te of womanhood tlwt 
should be conserved to the motherhood of 
our i;i»tioo.

In the evening Mrs, Barr took up 
the first of a series of three sermons ori 
"Are the Ten Commandments Effec- 
tive in Modern Life?" 
Before begin-

ments and a young girl in the choir 
volunteered to do this, repeating them 
verbatim. 
Mrs. Barr presented her 
with a small Pocket League Testa- 
ment and commended her for her ex- 
cellent rendtring of the Sianatic law. 
In part Mrs. Barr said: 


"The law does not save us, but re- 
veals right and wrong so we may be 
saved. 
God showed love in laying 
down the laws on Sinai as much as in 
giving Christ. He would rather build 
a fence at the top than have an am- 
bulance at the bottom, said one writer. 
God said we should have no other gods. 
God has a right to be first in our hearts 
because we belong to God by creation, 
because we are fashioned in His Image; 
because if we render this, we are only 
givinb Him what is His due. 
We do 
not need to have an image of wood 
and citone in our homes and bow down 
to them and worship to have some 
other god than the true God. We have 
the god of pleasure—this whole coun- 
try has gone pleiuiure mad. One of 
the greatest dangers to Amerid& is 
losing the home life. We ¿re losing 
th'e beauty of the old-time home— 
we are paying the toll of it and will 
continue to pay ft. We have the god 
of display.

Else- 
where on the Cambrai battle front there 
has been little actviity, he Germans bend- 
ing all their offensive efforts on the front 
between Marconing and Gonnelieu. 


Southeast of Ypres, in Flanders, the 


British have advanced their line slightly 
near Polygon wood.

Ho 
supervises the. distribution of

regimental mail, keeps a record of the 
names of the men of the regiment, 
with their personnel, writes to the 
folks at home in case of the wounding 
or death of a soldier. So you see the 
duties of an army chaplain are varied 
and numerous. He receives a salary 
of $1,800 a year, but must pay all of 
his expenses, which are quite heavy. 


"May God make the hearts of many 


of our younger pastors willing to be- 
come army chaplains in order that 
the pure gospel may be brought to as 
many of our soldiers as possible. 


"Furthermore, I am glad to state 


that pastors have volunteered as chap- 
lains at large in France. They ore 
willing to face the dangers of travel- 
ing through the submarine zone, go 
to a' strange country, among strange 
people, that our soldiers far away, 
'somewhere in France," are made to 
feel that their church has not forgot- 
ten them. 


"Another wonderful achievement of 


the board was the publication of the 
Lutheran hymnal and prayerbook for 
the boys under the flag. In the publi- 
cation of this book, which is a real 
jewel, our board was ably assisted by 
the Walther league, whicl*. has paid 
all the expenses of the publication and 
pays all the postage required to .send 
each and every one of our soldiers a 
copy free of charge. Surely, the praises

Crying 


Need for Certain Type 


of Camera Lenses. 


Another opportunity is given to the 


people of Fort Wayne to be of service 
to the United States government in the 
great war. The latest call is for camera 
lenses, the stopping of Germany's out- 
put making the supply far beneath the 
demand. There are many cameras io 
Fort Wayne which are not being useft 
at the present time and many more 
which arc used for pleasure only, tho 
lenses of which would be a decided aid 
to the boys at the front. 
The com- 


munication from headquarters reads 
as follows: 


"People of the United States ara 


asked to help the signal corps of the 
army get lenses enough for cameras 
foij the fleet of observation airplanes 
now being built. The need is imme- 
diate and of great importance; the 
camera lens is the eye of the army. 


"German lenses can no longer be 


bought in the open market. 
England 


had to maet this same difficulty in the 
earlier s-tages of the war by purchasing 
the lenses of the required type from 
individual owners. 
England is now 


making lenses better than the German 
ones formerly imported, but no faster 
than needed for her own uses. 
The 


bureau of standards of the United 
States department of commerce is now 
perfecting a substitute for the German 
"crown barium" glass used for lenses ' 
and American manufacturers will later " 
be able to meet the needs with special 
lenses of new and improved types now 
being designed for this work 


"The present situation, however, is 


that with airplanes soon to be ready for 
service, 
suitable lenses cannot ba 


boughfi

army. They are asked to immediately 
notify the photographic division of the 
signal corps, U. S. A., Mills Building 
Annex.

GO ON STRIKE 


(Continued from Page 1.) 


the Coony Bayer Cigar Co., in summing 
up the situation told the Sentinel that 
a further advance in manufacture was j 
simply out of the question, that the 
prices of tobacco had doubled in the 
last few months. He further stated 


' that his company had raisd the wages 


of the men working for that company 
one dollar about eight months ago, and 
that they were willing to raise another 
dollar, but that the demands of the 
union were prohibitive and minous to 
the industiy. 
The wholesale prices 


were raised simply to meet outside 
'competition, he said, and they were 
already paying from five to 'seven dol- 
lars more to cigarmakers than the 
prices paid in non-union factories. He 
believed that every cigar manufacturer 
in Fort Wayne was trying to work in 
mutual co-operation with the men. 
It is the first time in tne history of this 
factory, said Mr. Bayer, that every de- 
mand of the men has not been met, but 
in this instance it is absolutely impos- 
sible. 
The men are demanding two 


dollars and this is simply out of the 
question. 
, There are 125 men out at this fac- 
tory. ' 


At the Hazzard Factory. 


' At the. Haznard factoiy the men are 
all out. " In speaking of the matter Al 
Hazzard gave out the information that 
he was not thoroughly posted as to just 
wKat the union demanded. The com- 
mittee had not informed -him so far. 
He did say, however, that the scale in 


. ITort Wayne was among the best in the 
.tetate. If the men are asking an ad- 
vance of two-dollars a thousand it was 
something that the 
manufacturers 


qould.'not meet. Mr.*Hazzard further 
staled'that he wanted to be fair in the 


(-matter "but he thought that after a 
'Careful study of the cost of manufac- 
' ituiVthc union would see its mistake. 


The' Fort Wayne scale should be satis- 
factory'to the men, he said.. There are 
very few unions in the country paying a 
better .scale than Fort Wayne, he de- 
clared, and Warsaw was thr.ee dollars 
less? ""He'gave out'the information that" 
the manufacturers of this 
district 


would get together at an early date and 
the situation would be thoroughly 
threshed out. 


An increase was asked shortly after 


announcement was made of the ad- 
vance in the retail price of cigars. Sev- 
eral of the bigger .manufacturers are 
said to have agreed to the advance in 
wages, but later told the eommitf.ee 
representing the union that the in- 
crease could not be granted at this 
time.

Business Practically Suspended. 
The plants of the manufacturers re- 


fusing to grant the demand of the un- 
ion have practically suspended busi- 
ness, there being only about thirty 
men employed in those shops who re- 
fused to join in the walkout. 


Early settlement of the difficulties, 


however, are expected. A meeting of 
the manufacturers is said to be sched- 
uled for Tuesday afternoon. 


Members of the cigarmakers1 union 


aie now receiving $10 to $11 per 1,000 
for five cent cigars, now selling for six 
cents, and $14 to $16 per 1,000 for ten 
cent cigars now 
% selling for twelve 


cents. 


An officer of the union stated Tues- 


day that in view of the higher price 
being charged by the manufacturer for 
his goods and the greatly increased 
cost of living, the demand is not un- 
reasonable. 


The walkout of the cigarmakers is 


the first strike of any consequence 
since the declaration of war and high- 
er prices resulting therefrom. - It is 
the first strike in which the cigar- j 
makers have participated since 1907. j 
which, however, was settled in half a j 
day.

, pose. 
They are impatient with 


• those who desire peace by any 
sort of compromise—deeply and 
indignantly impatient—but they 
will be equally impatient with ua 
if we do not make it plain to them 
what our objectives are and what 
we are planning for in seeking to 


' make conquest of peace by arms. 
Crush Autocracy; Establish Justice. 


1 believe that I speak for them 


when I say two things: 


First, that this intolerable thing 


of which the masters of Germany 
have shown us the ugly face, this 
menace of combined intrigue and 
force which we now see so, clearly 
as the German power, a thing 
without conscience or honor or 
capacity for covenanted 
peace, 


mu&t be crushed, and if It be not 
utterly brought to.an end,,at least 
shut-'out from the friendly inter- 


— course-of the nationsranaVse'cond, 
' 'that when this thing and its power 


are indeed defeated and the time 
comes that we can discuss peace— 
when the German "people hax-e 
spokesmen whose word we can 
believe and when those spokes- 
men are ready in the name of 
their people to accept the common 
judgment of the nations as to what 
shall henceforth be the basis of 
law and of covenant for the life of 
the world—we shall be willing 
and glad to pay the full price for 
peace and pay it ungrudgingly. 
We know what that price will be. 
It will be full, impartial justice— 
justice done at every point and to 
every nation that the final settle- 
ment must affect, our enemies as 
well as our friends. 


No Vindictive Punishment. 


You catch, with me, the voices 


of humanity that are in the air. 
They grow daily more audible, 
more articulate, more persuasive, 
and they come from the hearts of 
men everywhere. They insist that 
the 'war shall not end in vindictive 
action of any kind; that no nation 
or people shall be robbed or pun- 
ished because their responsible 
rulers of a single country have 
themselves done deep and abom- 
inable wrong. It is this thought 
that has been expressed in the 
formula "no annexations, no con- 
tributions, no punitive indemni- 
ties. Just because this crude 
formula expresses the instinctive 
judgment as to right of plain men 
everywhere it has been made dili- 
gent use of by the masters of Ger- 
man intrigue to lead the people of 
Russia astray and the people of 
every other country their agents 
could reach, in order that a pre- 
mature peace might be brought 
about before autocracy has been 
taught its .final, and convincing 
lesson and the people of the world 
put in control of their own des- 
tinies.

Make Bight Use of Just Idea. 


But the fact that a wrong use" 


has been made of a just idea is no 
reason why a right use should not 
be made of it. 
It ought to be 


brought under the patronage of 
its real friends 
Let it be said 


again that autocracy must be 
shown first the utter futility of 
its claims to power or leadership 
in the modern world. It Is impos- 
sible to apply any standard of jus- 
tice so long as such forces are 
unchecked and undefeated as the 
present masters of Germany com- 
mand. Not until that has been 
done can right be set up as arbiter 
and peacemaker among the na- 
tions. 
But when that has been 


done_as God willing, it assured- 
ly will be—'we shall at last be free 


- to do an unprecedented thing and 


this is the time to avow our pur- 
pose to do it. We shall be free 
to base peace on generosity and 
justice, to the exclusion of all sel- 
fish claims to advantage on the 
part only of the victors. 


First Task is to Win. 


Let there bo no misunderstand- 


ing. Our present and Immediate 
task is to win the war and noth- 
ing shall turn us aside from it un- 
til 
it is accomplished. 
Every 


power and resource we possess, 
whether of men, of money or ma- 
terials, is being devoted and will 
continue to be devoted to that 
purpose 
until it 
Is achieved. 


Those who desire to bring peact 
about before that purpose is 


achieved, I counsel to carry their 
advice elsewhere. We will not en- 
tertain it. We shall regard the 
war as won only when the Ger- 
man people say to us, through 
properly accredited 
representa- 


tives, that they are ready to agree 
to a settlement based upon justice 
and the reparation of the wrongs 
their soldiers have done. They 
have done a wrong to Belgium 
which must be repaired. 
They 


have established power over other 
lands and peoples than their own 
—over the great empire of Aus- 
tria-Hungaiy, over hitherto free 
Balkan states, over Turkey and 
within Asia—which must be re- 
linquished. 


Grudged Germany Xo Success. 


Germany's success by skill, by 


industry, by knowledge, by en- 
terprise we did not grudge or op- 
pose, but admired rather. She had 
built up for herself/a leal empire 
of trade and influence, secured by 
the peace of the world. We were 
content to abide the 
rivalry of 


manufacture, science and com- 
merce that were involved for us 
in her success and stand or fall as 
we might, if we did not have the 
brains and the initiative to sur- 
pass her. But at the moment 
when she had conspicuously won 
her triumphs of peace she threw 
them away to establish in their 
stead what the world will no long- 
er permit to be established, mili- 
tary and political domination by 
arms to oust where she could not 
excel the rivals she most feared 
and hated. 


Peace Must Bs Deliverance. 


The paace we make must rem- 


edy that wrong. It must deliver 
the once fair lands and happy 
peoples of Belgium and northern 
France from the Prussian con- 
quest and the Prussian menace, 
but it must also deliver the peo- 
ples of Austria-Hungary, the peo- 
ples ofthe Balkans and the peo- 
ples of Turkey, alike in Europe 
and in Asia, from the impudent 
and alien domination of the Prus- 
sian 
military and 
commercial 


autocracy. 


No Meddling In Austria-Hungary. 


We owe it, however, to our- 


selves to say that we do not wish 
in any way to impair or to re-ar- 
range the Austro-Hungarian em- 
pire. 


It is no affair of ours what 


they do with their own life, either 
industrially 'or politically. We do 
not purpose or desire to dictate 
to them in any way. Wre only de- 
sire to see that their affairs are 
left in their own hands, in all mat- 
ters, great or small. 
We shall 


hope to secure for the peoples of 
the Balkan peninsula and for the 
people of the Turkish empire the 
right and opportunity to make 
their own lives safe, their own 
fortunes secure against oppres- 
sion or injustice and from 
the 


dictation of foreign courts or par- 
ties. 
lean No Wrong to Germany. 


And our attitude and purpose 


with regard to Germany herself 
are of a like kind. We intend no 
wrong against the German em- 
pire, no interference with her in- 
ternal affairs. 
We should deem 


either the one or the other abso- 
lutely unjustiable, absolutely con- 
trary to the principles we have 
professed to live by and hold most 
sacred throughout our life as a 
nation. 


The people of Germany are be- 


ing told by- th'e men whom they 
now permit to deceive them and 
to act as their masters that they 
are fighting for the very life and 
existence of their empire, a war 
of desperate self-defense against 
deliberate 
aggression. 
Nothing 


could be more grossly or wantonly 
false, and we must seek by the 
utmost openness and candor as to 
our real aims to convince them 
of its falseness. 
We are in fact, 


fighting for their emancipation 
from fear, along with our own, 
from the fear as well as from the 
fact of unjust attack by neigh- 
bors, or rivals, or schemers after 
world empire. No one is threat- 
ening the existence or the inde- 
pendence, or the peaceful enter- 
prise of the German empire. 


Might Bar Them From Neighborhood 


The worst that can happen to 


the detriment of the German peo- 
ple is this, that if they should 
still, after the war is over, con- 
tinue to be obliged to live under 
ambitious and intriguing masters 
Interested to disturb the peace of 
the world, men or classes of men 
whom the other peoples of the 
world could not trust, it might be 
impossible to admit, them to the 
partnership 
of 
nations 
• which 


must henceforth guarantee the 
. world's peace. That partnership 


must be a partnership of peoples 
not a mere partnership of gov- 
ernments. 
It might be impos- 


sible, also, in such untoward cir- 
cumstances to admit Germany to 
the 
free economic intercourse 


which must inevitably spring out 
pf the other partnerships of a 
real peace. . But there would be 
' no aggression in that; and such 


a situation, inevitable because of 
distrust, wouK in the very nature 
of things sooner or later cure it- 
self, by processes which would 
assuredly set in. 


No Wrong to Kiglit Wrongs. 


The wrongs, the very deep 


•wrongs, committed in this war. 
will have to be righted. That of 
course. But they cannot and must 
not be righted by the commission 
of similar wrongs against Ger- 
many and her allies. The world 
will not permit the commission of 
similar wrongs as a means of re- 
paration and settlement. States- 
men must by this time have learn- 
ed that the opinion of the world 
is everywhere 
wide awake and 


fully comprehends the issues in- 
volved. No representative of any 
self-governed nation will dare dis- 
regard it by attempting any such 
covenants of selfishness and com- 
promise as were entered into at 
the congress of Vienna. 


The thought of the plain people 


here and everywhere throughout 
'the wWld, the people who enjoy 
no privilege and have very simple 
and unsophisticated standards of 
right and wrong, is the air all 
governments 
must 
henceforth 


breathe if they'would live. It is 
In the full disclosing light of the 
thought that all policies must be 
conceived and executed in this 
midday hour of the world's life. 


Why Germany Oould Break Pence. 


German rulers have been able 


to upset the peace of the world 
only because the German people 
were not suffered 
under their 


tutelage to share the comrade- 


ship of the other peoples of the 
world, either in thought or in pur- 
pose. They were allowed to have 
no opportunity of their 
own 


which might be set up as a rule 
of conduct for those who exer- 
cised authority over them. 
But 


the congress that concludes this 
war will feel the full strength of 
the tides that 
run 
now in the 


hearts and 
consciences of free 


men everywhere. Its conclusions 
will run \\ith those tides. 


Might Have Sjnetl Russia. 


All these things have been true 


from the very beginning of this 
stupendous war; and I cannot 
help thinking that if they had 
been made plain at the very out- 
set the sympathy and enthusiasm 
of the Russian people might have 
been once for all enlisted on the 
side of the allies, suspicion and 
distrust swept away and a real 
and lasting union of purpose ef- 
fected. 
Had they believed these 


things at 
the very moment of 


their revolution and 
had they 


been confirmed in that belief 
since, the sad reverses which 
have recently marked the pro- 
gress of their affairs towards an 
ordered and stable government 
ofy free men 
might have been 


avoided. 


The Russian people have been 


poisoned by the very same false- 
hoods that have kept the German 


, people in the daik and the poison 


has beeii administered by the very 
same methods. The only possible 
antidote is the truth. It cannot 
be uttered too plainly or too 
often. 


Attitude Is Unchanged. 


From every point of view, there- 


fore, it has seemed to be my duty 
to speak.these declarations of pur- 
pose, to aid these specific' inter- 
pretations to what I took the lib- 
erty of saying to the senate in 
January. 
Our entrance ireto the 


war has not altered our attitude 
towards the settlement that must 
come when it is over. 
When I 


said in January that the nations 
of the world were entitled not only 
to free pathways upon the sea but 
also be assured and unmolested 
access to those pathways, I was 
thinking, as I am thinking now, 
not of the smaller and weaker na- 
tions alone which need our coun- 
tenance and support, but also of 
the great and powerful nations, 
and of our present enemies as well 
as our present associates in the 
war. I was thinking, and am 
thinking now, of Austria herself, 
among the rest, as well as of Ser- 
bia and of Poland. 


Must Pay the Price. 


Justice and equality of rights 


can be had only at a great price. 
We are seeking permanent not 
temporary 
foundations for the 


peace of the world and must seek 
them candidly and fearlessly. As 
always, the right will prove to be 
the expedient. 


What shall we do then to push 


this great war of freedom and jus- 
tice to its righteous conclusion? 
We must clear away with a thor- 
ough hand all impediments to suc- 
cess and we must make every ad- 
justment of law that will facilitate 
the full and free use of our whole 
capacity and force as a fighting 
unit. 


Must Make War on Austria., 


One very embarrassing obstacle 


that stands in our way is that we 
are at war with Germany, but not 
with her allies. I therefore very 
earnestly 
recommend that the 


congress immediately declare the 
United States is in a state of war 
with Austria-Hungary. 
Does it 


seem strange to you that this 
should be conclusion of argument 
I have just addressed to you? It 
it not. It is in fact the inevitable 
logic of what I have said. Austria- 
Hungary is for the time being not 
her own mistress but sumply the 
vassal of the German government. 
We must face the facts as they are 
and act upon them without senti- 
ment in this stern business. The 
government of Austria-Hungary is 
not acting upon its own initiative 
or in response to the wishes and 
feelings of its own peoples, but as 
the instrument of another nation. 
We must meet its force with our 
own and regard the central pow- 
ers as but one. The war can be 
successfully conducted in no other 
way. 


Bulgaria and Turkey Later. 


The same logic would lead also 


to a declaration of war against 
Turkey and Bulgaria. 
They also 


are the tools of Germany. But 
they are mere tools and do not yet 
stand in the direcj, path of our . 
necessary action. 
We shall go 


wherever the necessities of this 
war carry us, but it seems to me 
that we should go only where im- 
mediate and practical considera- 
tion lead us and not heed any 
others, 
legislation for the War. 


The financial and military mesa- 


ures which must be adopted will 
suifgest themselves as the war and 
its undertakings develop, but I will 
take the liberty of proposing to 
you certain other acts of legisla- 
tion which seem to be needed for 
the support of the war and for the 
release of our whole force and en- 
ergy. 


It will be necessary to extend in 


certain particulars the regulations 
of the last session with icgard to 
alien enemies; and also necessary 
I believe to create a very definite 
and paiticular control over the en- 
trance and departure of all persons 
into and from the United States. 


Tighten Allen Enemy Act 


Legislation should be enacted 


defining as criminal offense every 
violation of the presidential procla- 
mations relating to alien enemies, 
promulgated under section 4067 of 
the i evised statutes and providing 
appropriate 
punishments, 
and 


women as well as men should be 
included under the terms of the 
acts placing restraint upon alien 
enemies. It is likely that as time 
goes on many alien enemies will 
be willing to be fed and housed at 
the expense of the government in 
the detention camps and it would 
bo the purpose of the legislation I 
have suggested to confine offenders 
among them in penitentiaries and 
other similar institutions where 
they could be made to work as 
other criminals do. 


Law Mns>t Ilcach Profiteers. 


Recent experience has convinced 


me that the congress must go fur- 
ther in authorizing the government 
to set limit sto prices. The law of 
supply and demand I am sorry to 
say has been replaced by the law 
of unrestricted selfishness. 


While 
we 
have 
eliminated 


profiteering in several branches of 


industry, it still runs impudently 
rampant in others. The farmers, 
for example, complain with a great 
deal of justice that, while the regu- 
lation of food prices restricts their 
incomes, no restraints are placed 
upon the prices of most of the 
things they must themselves pur- 
chase; and a similar inequality ob- 
tains on all sides 


Urges Fuil Use of Water Power. 


It is imperatively necessary that 


the consideration of full use of 
the water power of the country 
and also the consideration of the 
systematic and yet economical de- 
velopment of such natural le- 
sources of the country as are still 
under the control of the fedeial 
government should be immedi- 
ately resumed and affirmatively 
and constructively dealt with at 
the earliest possible moment. The 
pressing ned of such legislation 
is daily becoming more obvious. 


To Permit Trade Combinations. 


The legislation proposed at the 


last session with regard to regu- 
lated combinations among our ex- 
porters, in order to provide for 
our foreign trade a more effective 
organization and method of con- 
servation ought by all means to 
be completed at this session. 


to Guard Against Waste. 


And I beg that the members of- 


the house of representatives will 
permit me to express the opinion 
that it will be impossible to deal 
in any way but a very wasteful 
and extravagant fashion v.'ith the 
enormous appropriations for the 
public moneys which must con- 
tinue to come if the war is to be 
properly 
sustained 
unless 
the 


house will consent to return to its 
former practice of initiating and 
prepaiing all appropriations to a 
single committee in order that 
responsibility may be centered, 
expenditures 
standardized 
ixinl 


made uniform 
and waste 
and 


duplication as much as possible 
avoided. 


To Make Railways Federal? 


Additional legislation may also 


become 
necessary 
before 
the 


present congress adjourns in or- 
der to effect the most efficient 
co-ordination' and operation of 
the railways and other transpor- 
tation systems of the country, but 
to that I shall, if Circumstances 
demand, call the attention of con- 
gress upon another occasion. 


Must Center on Winning the War. 


If I have overlooked inything 


that ought to be 
done for the 


more effective conduct of the war, 
your owin counsels will supply the 
omission. 
What I am perfectly 


clear about is that in the present 
session of the congress our whole 
attention and energy 
should be 


concentrated on the vigorous and 
rapid and successful prosecution 
of the great task of winning the 
war.We can do this with all the • 
greater zeal and enthusiasm be- 
cause we know that for us this is 
a war of high principle, debased 
by no selfish ambition of conquest 
or spoliation; because we know,

for any retail grocery to bo entirely 
out of sugar so long as there is i-ny 
in Foil Wayne. 


'•The plan which I have agreed upon 


is a system 
whereby every 
retail 


dealer, restaurant, hotel or any insti- 
tution, that is entitled to purchase 
sugar at wholesale can be adequately 
supplied. It will be necessary for all 
of these institutions to have a card to 
present to the wholesaler, 
showing 


that they are 
entitled to purchase 


sugar at wholesale and evoiy time a 
purchase is made, it will be necessary 
to present his or her card to the 
wholesaler and the duty of the whole- 
saler is to stamp on the card the date 
and number of pounds purchased. 


"By this method no handler of su- 


gar will be entitled to any more than 
two or three days' supply at any time. 
Why has this plan been adopted? We 
found thatjast week some groceries 
did not have a pound of sugar in their 
stoics'for three or four days, while 
others had really more than they 
needed. 
"I also desire to advise all restau- 


rants, bparding houses and hotels not 
complying by the wishes of. the food 
administration in icgards to serving 
sugar and also not observing the 
meatless and wheatless days, the food 
administration 
will issue orders for 


wholesalers not to sell this class of 
trade or sell any retailer that sells 
them. 
The card system of selling 


sugar to be in effect during the pres- 
ent shortage, which we hope will be 
over in a short time. 
Let everyone 


be conservative for a little-while."

' Our present and immediate task is to win

Those who desire 
to bring about peace before that purpose is 
achieved, I counsel to carry their advice else 
where. • We will not entertain it/' In these 
words President Wilson spoke to the American 
congress Tuesday. 


Woodrow Wilson was not categorically 


answering Marshal von Hindenburg, but after 
a fashion does answer him—a very effective 
fashion, too. There will be no hesitations or 
delays getting the new army to Europe. It 
will go just as soon as it has been, made ready 
for sending. 


Already there is more of the American army 


in Europe than Marshal von Hindenburg and 
his imperial master care to have bruited about 
as the common gossip among the German peo- 
ple. All America is on the other side—soldiers 
from every state in the Union are on the soil 
of France and in training for the work they 
are over there to do. 


That America is not in this bloody business

We'll give 
you a. cashier's check. for it. 
That 


ought to be safe enough." 


"All right," said the man, after con- 


iiderable thought. "I did want to get 
government bonds right away, but I 
suppose the government's own bank 
ought to be safe—-for a month, any- 
iray." 


Later on, in commenting on the in- 


cident, Mr. Cramer said: 


"This interview showed what the 


liberty loan is doing for the people. It 
:s bringing out timid money. There 
are millions in capital lying idle— 
tucked away in teapots, under carpets 
and in safety-deposit boxes. It is doing 
no one any good. The possessors sim- 
ply will not trust any security or bank. 
The man who brought the five $1,000 
gold certificates to me was a typical 
case. He was an honest, hard-work-

cate, series of 1918, will be an obli- 
gation of the United States when, and 
only when, one or more United States 
war-savings stamps, 
series of 1918, 


shall bo affixed thereto. Each of such 
certificates will have spaces for twenty 
such stamps, and each of such stamps 
thereto affixed will have a maturity 
value of $5 on January 1, 1923, which 
will accordingly give each auch cer- 
tificate, when bearing its full com- 
plement of such stamps, a maturity 
value of $100 on said date. No certifi- 
cate will be Issued unless at the same 
time ono or more war-saving stamps 
shall be purchased and affixed there- 
to, but no additional charge will be 
made for the certificate itself. 
The 


name of tho owner of each certificate 
must bo written upon such certificate 
at the time ot tho issue thereof. 


Owners of war-savings certificates 


will bo entitled to receive, on Januady 
1, 19'23, at the treasury department in 
Washington, or at a money-order post- 
office, upon surrender of such certifi- 
cates and upon compliance with all 
other provisions thereof, $5 in respect 
of each war-saving stamp, series of 
1018, then affixed thereto, but no post- 
office shall bo required to make any 
such payment until ten days after re- 
ceiving written demand therefor. 


Any owner of a -war-savings certlfi- 


to buy from hand to mouth, paying as 
high as 15 cents a pound in some 
places and 12 and 13 in many. In res- 
taurants, the lack of sufficient sugar 
has been taken good humoredly.

Washington, Dec. 5.—Congress was 


informed by Secretary ileAdoo in his 
annual report submitted today that 
55,128,208,793 must be provided in 
addition to funds from taxes and bond 
issues already authorized in order to 
make estimated receipts for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1318 en.ua! dis- 
bursements. 
1C this deficit is met by 


a new issue of bonds, the total amount 
of securities to be issued in the next 
seven months is estimated at $9,965,- 
433,850. 


Fort the next fiscal year, ending 


June 30, 191D, the estimated excess of 
disbursements over receipts is $7,627,- 
973,980. 


Huge war expenses and loans to 


America's allies at the rate of a half 
billion dollars a month have made 
these estimates many times larger 
than any ever presented in a secre- 
tary of the treasury's annual report. 
Of the $12,816,000,000 estimated or- 
dinary expenditures for the year end- 
ing next June 30, $11,527,000,000 is 
for war purposes, and the proportion 
is about the same for' the fiscal year i 
ending in 191S. 


So far the nation has borne the 


financial burdens of the war well, says 
Secretary McAdoo, owing to healthy 
business conditions, and the valuable 
aid of the established federal reserve 
system. 
In the future, however, in- 


creasingly greater habits of economy 
must be developed by individuals and 
business institutions, the secretary de- 
clares, and "business as usual" can- 
not be adopted as the guiding princi- 
ple of the war. 
People must save and 


invest in government securities to 
avoid postponing victory. 


Talks In Billions. 


"With this admonition, Mr. McAdoo 


proceeds to cite the enormous figures 
of government receipts and expendi- 
tures which are the fruit of war times. 


Total estimated receipts for the cur- 


rent fiscal year are $12,580,732,800, 
which, with a balance in the treasury 
last June 30 of $1,068,983,361, makes 
a total of $13,047,715.161. Most of 
the receipts, or 
$8,086,000,000, are 


from sale of bonds and war savings 
certificates; ordinary receipts are $3,- 
886,000,000, largely from war taxes 
and the Panama canal Income is J7;- 
000,000. 
.. Ordinary disbursements arc esti- 
mated at $12,316.295,223; loans to al- 
lies in the year at $6,115,000,000; pub- 
lic debt disbursements at $321,000,-

In order to allow for a balance In 


the general lurid' of about $500,000.000 
next June 30, congress must authorize 
raising of about $5,640,000.000 addi- 
tional funds. This figure, together with 
the $3,666.000,000 of authorized but 
unissued liberty bonds, and ,$663,000,- 
000, estimated receipts from war sav- 
ings, make the S9,903.000,000 which 
Mr. McAdoo believes Americans must 
loan the government between now and 
June 30, 1918. 


For the next fiscal year, ending 


June 30, 1919, tho secretary esti- 
mated receipts at $5,176.000.000, and 
disbursements at $12,804,034,440. ex- 
clusive of allied loans. This makes a 
$7,627,000,000 
excess 
of 
disburse- 


ments. If the present rate of loans 
to allies Is continued in the 1918-19 
fiscal year, $6,000,000,000 additional 
would be required. Estimated Inter- 
est on bonds to be Issued that year 
is $385,000,000, and estimated expense 
of floating the bond Issues $28,000.000. 


Fourteen Billions In Bonds. 


Thus If the deficit is to be met by 


bonds. $14,040,000.000 worth must bo 
floated between July 1, 1918 and Juno 
30, 1919, In addition to receipts from 
war savings. 


"While these figures represent tho 


situation as It appear today," tho sec- 
retary says, "it should bo borne in 
mind that tho exigencies of tho fu- 
ture may cause changes, particularly 
with regard to the estimates for the 
war and navy departments." 
Tho es- 


timates on which tho secretary bases 
his figures are made by the various 
government departments. 


The outstanding fact apparent from 


those stupendous figures Is that tho 
cost of the war to the American peo- 
ple, including allied loans, ft>r tho two 
years ending Juna 30, 1919, will be at 
least {36,000,000,000. 


To the great task facing the coun- 


try. Secretary McAdoo calls tho peo- 
ple with these words: 


"What Is ot superlative importance 


In the readjustment that must take 
place is that our people shall be im- 
pressed with the necessity of econo- 
mizing In the consumption of articles 
of clothing, food and fuel, and of every 
other thing which constitutes a drain 
upon the available supplies, materials, 
and resources of the country. Every- 
thing wasted now Is little short of 
ximinal. 


Not Alive to Economy. 


"So far as I have been able to ob- 


lerve, the American people arc not 
sufficiently aroused to tho necessity of 
economy and of saving in this really 
serious time, not only in the life of 
America, but of the nations of tho 
world. 
Up to the present there has 


ieen a relatively small denial of 
pleasures, comforts, and conveniences 
on the part of the average citizen. 
He Is drawing upon the general store 
of supplies in the country with al- 
most the sans* freedom as before 
America cam* Into the war. 
This 


cannot continue without serions hurt 
to the nation and to the world. The 
great financial operations of the gov- 
ernment cannot be carried forward 
successfully unless the people of the 
United Slates economize in every pos 
sible direction, save their money and 
lend It to the government. 


"It is easy to visualize the course of 


a dollar; saved from waste and in- 
vested in' rovernment bonds: First it 


goes to the government as a loan for 
the war: second, it is expended -by tho 
government for food, clothing 
and 


ammunition which go directly to a gal- 
lant soldier or sailor whose fighting 
strength is kept up by the food, whose 
body is kept warm by the clothing, 
and whose enemy is hit by the am- 
munition. It has not been expended 
n the purchase o£ needless feed and 
clothing for the man at home, and 
s, therefore, released for the use of 
the soldier; it is saved wealth to the 
man at home and can be loaned to his 
government at Interest, with resulting 
benefit to himself and to his govern- 
ment." 


Denounces Bond Sellers. 


Secretary McAdoo denounced pur- 


chasers of liberty bonds who sell their 
bonds when they do not imperatively j 
need money. 
j 


''It is by actually lending money-to 


the government and not by merely 
promising it and shifting the load to 
some one else,''1 he said, "that the 
citizen really helps in thisigreat time." 
Ho added, however, that ho did not 
mean to discourage legitimate trad- 
ing in government securities. 


Mr. McAdoo expressed the hope that 


additional funds to be raised during 
the balance of the year he by bond 
issues rather than by taxation, say- 
Ing: 


"It is my earnest conviction that the 


general economy of tho country should 
be permitted to readjust itself to the 
new revenue laws before consideration 
should be given to the imposition of ad- 
ditional tax burdens."

Xew York, Dec. 4.—"Sixty per cent. 


of those called to the

States army have been rejected by the 
army doctors for physical unfltness," 
says the National Association for the 
Study and Prevention of Tuberculosis 
in designating December 6th as na- 
tional medical examination day. "01 
the 1,700 men, women and children re- 
cently given a general examination in 
Framingham, Mass., S2 per cent were 
found to be suffering from various dis- 
ease conditions. Most of these disease 
defects were those which early dis- 
covery and treatment would prevent 
from becoming a serious trouble or 
cause of early death." 


These facts are urged by the national 


association as reasons for placing great- 
er emphasis 
thair ever on medical 


examination day. 


The national association, in co-opera- 


tion 'with other organizations, is ad- 
vocating an annual medical examin- 
lation for every person, sick or "well, 
and this date has been set aside as 
one of-the feature days of tuberculosis 
week, December 2nd to 9th. 
Anti- 


tuberculosis associations, state and lo- 
cal boards of health, women's clubs 
and other societies are cooperating to 
interest everyone possible in the sub- 
ject of at least one medical examina- 
tion a year, preferably on this'special 
day. Physicians will make special ar- 
rangements to devote December 6th 
to medical examinations, and clinics 
and dispensaries will prepare to re- 
ceive those who cannot afford to pay 
a physician. 


The compulsory examination of 10,- 


000,000 of our citizens for army draft 
purposes has given a new impetus to 
the annual medical examination idea 
and particularly to the anti-tubercu- 
losis phase of the movement. For tu- 
bereculosis alone from 1 per cent to 
6 per cent of these men are being re- 
jecte'd, which means a sharp revision 
upwards of the previous estimate's of 
the prevalence of the disease. On this 
'basis at least 200,000 of these men will 
be, found to be tuberculous. - Most -of 
these cases, the experts declare, would 
never have developed'had the prelimi- 
naSy symptoms been discovered and 
treated in time. These results, it is

As 1 grew older I saw dimly that 


certain senators who were elected' to 
represent the state of New York, be- 
cause that was the rule of tho game, 
really represented certain interests— 
for example, railroads, transportation. 
Tho transportation interest simply hail 
to be represented, but there was no 
way to get representation except to 
control tho politics ot the state. So 
tho state of transportation got busy 
and controlled the state of New York, 
the state of Pennsylvania, etc. 


The reason transportation controlled 


tho blue or yellow patch on the map, 
known as New York, or Pennsylvania, 
or Ohio, wns that transportation.was 
more vital than tho geographical state 
—tho patch on the map. 


The people fought this usurpation of 


their power, but in general they lost. 
Oil, -transportation, coal, steel, food, 
cotton, wool, mining and other indus- 
trial states were insistent on represen- 
tation, and got it. Labor, too, was in- 
sistent,- but quite generally lost because 
it wasn't as well organized as the other 
Industrial interests. And the other in- 
terests didn't see tho importance ot 
labor being represented in the new 
state. 


organization and mobilization ..of all 
the vital forces of our industrial life. 


Congress has passed no1 law enlarg- 


ing the president's cabinet. There is 
no necessity for making a new cabinet, 
with representatives of all political 
parties in it—-who. for the most part, 
probably, would be lawyers.
